"Procedure 


London, June 17, 
The discussion on the second read- 
ing of the Naval Discipline (Amend- 
ment) Bill In the House of Lords, 
appears below: 


Lord Snell; It was = found 
during the Jast war that grave 
inconvenience was, caused by sum- 
moning a Court Martlal of what 1 
may call a major character when it 
was desired only to try a junior of- 
ficer for.a comparatively minor. of. 
fence, nnd‘ the Navul Discipline Act 
of 1915 was therefore passed which 
Introduced a new section—No,. 67— 
Into the main Act, 


This section provides us o war- 
-ime measure for what.is knowz_as a 
Disciplinary Court, This Court, while 
retalning all the -formality. of the 
Court-Martial procedure, does not 
Involve anything near the same in- 
conveniente tothe Service. Its con- 
stitution is simpler and less rigid, 
but it can only deal with a limited 
Glass of offences and ‘its: Powers are 
very limited, “tp 


The present nit ‘theretora, merely 
introduces a fresh type of offence 
into those which can, at ‘the present 
time, be dealt with by Disciplinary 
Courts of this description. At present 
the offences are disobedicnce or us- 
ing violent language to a superior 
officer, -quarrelling or using pro- 
yoking speech or gestures, desertion, 
improperly Icaving a ship or place 
of duty, absence ‘without leave, pra- 
fane swearing, drunkenness, cte., and 
actS to the prejudice of good order] J 
and naval discipline, 


The offences which {it-is now pro- 
posed to includeamongst those which 
can be dealt with by a Disciplindry 
Court are those falling under Section 
9 of the Act which reads as follows: 
—“Ev eryperson-subject= to-this-Act 
who shhll desert his post or sleep 
upon his watch or-neglect to perform 
the duties impused upon him shall 
be dismissed from His Majesty's 
Service with disgrace or shall suffer 


such other punishment. o8 Is herein- 
after mentioned,” 


‘Object of BI 


This section quite obviously con- 
tains some very serlous.offences a3 
well og some comparatively -minor 
ones. The object of this Bill: is’ to 
bring the minor offences of Section 
9 Into.the Disciplinary Court’ pro- 
cedure. It is at the diseretion of the 
Commander-in-Chief or Flag OMcer 
~who-directs-a-Court to be convened 
whether he shall order a {full Court 
Martial or a Disciplinary Court, but 
for any very serious offence - he 
would, of course, be most likely to|L. 
choose a Naval Court Martlal. 

The type of casé which has been 
in mind in asking for this change to 
be made is where a junior officer has 
been negligent’ In the performance 
of his duties.

‘|gated all his powers relating to un- 
manufactured, semi - manufactured 
and manufactured metals and alloys 
to the Metals Controller, but with- 
out prejudice to the exercise of his 
powers by the Director of Supply, 
as_ho..may—think -fit,. 

In this connection’ it is notified 
that a'Heence for the importation of 
nny metals or alloys will be requir- 
ed, to be known. as the Hongkong 
Metals Import Licence, and sample 
forms moy be obtained at.the office 
of the Metals Controller. Applica 
tions for the import of metals ‘and 
alioys should be made on these 
forms only. 

Regulations dealing with the faints 
ter are to be published in the Gov- 
ernment Gazette at the end of the 
week, These provide that export ‘or 
import from or to this Colony, ex- 


cept by licence from the Metals}° 


Controller or of a public officer au- 
thorised by him, of unmanufactured, 
semi-manufactured and manufactur- 
ed metals and alloys of every des- 
cription, Including .ores and scrap, is 
prohibited, 

An order by the Director of 
Supply, also to be gazetted, scts out 
regulations for the control of the 
licensing, usage, and price of metals. 
It provides for regulating the quan- 
titles of metals, of any description, 
which a person moy have In his 
possession_or_under.. his_control;_ and. 
under this regulation nobody will be 
permitted to have a total quantity 
of more than three tons except by 
special licence from the Metala Con-. 
troller. Metals must be kept at 
places specified on the licences, 

I€ is provided that all dealings in 
metals shall be entered in properly 
kept books, ‘and a return of such 
transactions, and of stocks, must be 
made during the first week of every 
month, The Ltda of metals from 
ships or premises is subject to offt- 
cial permit. 

Contractors or, sub-contractors will

By now Russian organised 
resistance was to have crumbled, 
revolution broken out, 8 Quis- 
ling .Government, installed in 
the Kremlin and the scene was 
to have been set for presenta- 
tion to Britain—and the world 
—of the Nazi New Order péace 
programme. But Hitler is still 
far from the objectives which 
hig armies were to have taken, 
while the United States, | re- 
covered from the first shock ‘of 
finding Russia and Britain fight- 
Ing on the same side,’ is -ac- 
eclerating its progression from 
nonrbelligerency to para-belli- 
gerency. That is precisely what 


Hitler schemed to anticipate. 
If he realises that he is in dan- 
ger of failing we may expect to 
see the most reckless employ- 
ment of -his available forces in 
a frenzied endeavour to catch 
up with the original programme. 


- Because Russia is opposing a 
stubborn resistance to the 
enemy and hitherto has pre- 
vented him from gaining his 
objectives we must not lightly 
‘assume..that. the outcome is a 
foregone conclusion. No such 
easy optimism ig to be found in 
Moscow. j 


“In London we are aware that 
the Soviet leaders are fully con- 
scious of the great, weight of 
pressure which the German 
forces can bring to bear on the 
whole length of this tremendous 
front.

‘programme. But Hitler ‘is still 
far from the objectives which 
his -armies were to: have taken, 
while the United States, res 
covered from the first shock of 
finding Russia and Britain fight- 
ing on the same side, is ae- 
celerating its progression from 
non-belligerency to para-belli- 
gerency. That is precisely what 


Hitler schemed to. anticipate, 
if he realises that he ia in dan- 
ger. of failing we. may expect to 
see the. most reckless employ- 
ment of his available forces in 
a frenzicd endeavour to catch 
up with the original programme. 


Because Russia is opposing a& 
stubborn _ resistance to the 
enemy and hitherto has. pre- 
vented him from. gaining his 
objectives, we must not lightly’ 
assume that the outcome is. a 
foregone conclusion, No such 
easy optimism ig to be found in 
Moscow. oo ; 


In London we are aware that 
the Soviet leaders are fully cdn- 
scious of the great weight of 
pressure which. the German 
forces can bring to bear on the 
whole length of this tremendous 
front. At the present time the 
most dangerous. thrust is that 
directed against Leningrad. In 
these circumstances it is under- 
standable that the Russian mili- 
tary mission in London is ask- 
ing for_all measures of aid and 
distraction’ which Britain can 
provide. Moscow probably re- 
cognises that these must pri- 
marily be confined to air opera- 
tions with possible naval diver- 
sions and ‘consolidation of the 
British . pdsitions in theatres 
not yet wholly satisfactory.
